A I nave the honor to submit the annual report of the Road Cess Department for the 
^ year ending the 30th September 1877. 


2. Under the provisions of Section 88 the accounts for the year have been audited 

“by the Sub-Committee appointed for that purpose, and have been considered by the District — 
mmittee and passed upon the Sub-Committee's report. That report calls for no special ` d 

consideration, except on the subject of the ferry stock, regarding which I have addressed d 
you separately from the magisterial side of my office. Shortly, I may mention that the 
claim asa whole has not met with my approval or that of the District ( 'ommittee ; 
special reference has been made regarding the Judpore ferry, which isa newly establish 
ferry, and at which the Committee lately posted a boat, the cost of which should not properly 
be debited against the District Road Cess Committee. 

9. The balance on the 1st October 1876 was Rs. 8,175-7-8, and the receipts during 
the year from the collections Rs. 40,878-6-8, and from other sources Rs. 2,518-6-10, giving a 
total revenue for the year of Rs. 51,567-5-2, ` 


4. The expenditure has been Rs. 44,256-8-6, and the net balance on the last day of the 
year Rs. 7,310-12.8. 2 

Of the sum expended, Rs. 5,397-6-2 represents the cost of collecting establishments, 
na WAA ai repairs, Rs. 9,170-0-1 original works, and Rs. 7,920-3-4 road establishment 
and plant. 


5. The income was greater than that ofthe previous year, for the reason of the decrease ` 
from the previous year recorded by the Chairman last year, viz. * because we had been realizing 
our cess in advance, and the Board having ruled in their No. 189A., dated 20th August 1875, 
. that the cess was payable in arrears, only one of the two yearly instalments was collected ” 
during last year. 
6. The Road Oess Committee meetings were not numerously attended, but I can safel 
say that the non-official members who came thoroughly discussed every subject which 
was laid before them. At Kendrapara it will be observed that two-thirds of the members on 40000 
the average attended, at Cuttack upwards of one-third, and at Jajpore about one-seventh. © wa 
In Jajpore there were 15 defaulters, who have never attended, out of a Committee consisting s 
of 22, and as seven is the quorum required, it is clear that to have a meeting all the others 
must attend. This desirable result has never yet been accomplished. The suþ-division was 
for nine months of the year in charge of Šilo Atool Chunder Chatterjee, and doubtless 
matters there will now improve. I attribute the good attendance at Kendrapara to the facts ~ 
that the members are residents of the town of Kendrapara, and that there were only two M 
. meetings. Under late orders of Government the branch Committee list has been revised, > "AE

"s ine four out of the five gentlemen who never attended have been lately omitted in

being pushed on. The total cost will be Rs. 4,229, of which the municipality has agreed to

Rs. 1,271 were paid in during the previous year on account of the year under report ; hence 
the amount to be realized during the latter year was Rs. 7,461. Of this Rs. 6,262 were 
realized, and there remained a balance of Rs. 1,199. The farmers of three ferries were unable to 
-hold on by reason of the late distress ; and on the re-sale of the farms Rs. 476 were lost. At 
the close of the year, therefore, there were Rs. 723 arrears, out of which Rs, 650 have been 
recovered since. 3 

9. Canal folls.--Rs. 714 of the estimated receipts were paid in during the previous 


i me Of the amount for realization (Re. 6,426), Re. 4,519 were paid in, and Rs. 620 were 
on 


the re-sale of the farm of a canal, for the same cause as has diminished the receipts 

under the last preceding head, and Rs. 1,287 remained in arrear at the close of the year. 
Rs. 1,019 were paid in advance for the year 1877-78 ; and this together with the above sum, 
Rs. 4,519, constitutes the income under this head, Rs. 5,588. 
10. Miscellaneous receipts.—The realizations were Rs. 1,226. Rs. 400 were refunded 


to Shaikh Abdul Malum, being the sum he had advanced to the Committee as part of the 


cost of a road which they undertook to construct. As they were unable to redeem their promise 
for an indefinite period, they refunded the money to him. Rs. 10 were repaid fs fines 
improperly levied, Rs. 1,000 were due from Government on account of khas mehals, 


but have not yet been paid by the Collector, the Board’s sanction to the disbursement not ' 


e been yet given. It will, therefore, be seen that the total receipts under this head are 
, 2,226. 

il. The only source from which the actual has exceeded the estimated income is that 
of fines : the former being nearly six times the latter. This increase has considerably com- 
pensated for the falling off in the receipts from other sources.

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The advances of previous years outstanding on the lst October 1876 amounted to 


. Rs. 6,898-1F-11, At close of the year it amounts to Rs, 4,971-15-7, showing a further 


recovery in cashcand labour of Rs. 2,527-0-4. Itis gratifying to observe that the enormous 
advances of Rs. 35,000, made on different occasions of scarcity, have now been reduced to the 
small sum of Re. 4,971-15-7, which, it is hoped, will be recovered during the present and the 
next working season. i 

4. The reason why the Road Cess Act X. of 1871 cannot be introduced in this. district 
was fully explained in last year’s report, and also why there is no Road Cess Committee. Tt 
is needless therefore to reproduce them in this place. It may be sufficient to state that as soon 
as the works-are approved by the Executive Engineer of Chittagong and sanctioned by the 
Commissioner of the Division, they are executed under the immediate supervision of the 
Deputy Commissioner. 

5. The following works were executed and payments made during the year under review :— 

A sum of Re. 59-8-3 were paid for printing charges in the Bengal Office, and shown 
under the head of contingencies for collection of revenue. 

6. Abont 2 miles of road from Rangapania bil to Manickcherry were constructed at a 
cost of Re. 4,957-6-6 by excavating and throwing on the roadway about 710,700 cubic feet 
of earth at Rs. 4-8 per 1,000 cubic feet ; thus making it 18 feet broad on the top and raising 


“it to an average height of 3 to 5 feet. 


7. About 440 yards of rocky sides of hill were cut and removed from the above road 
ata cost of Re. 887-9-8, making a roadway 18 to 20 feet in breadth. 

B. Rs. 50 were spent in clearing jungle for constructing the above road. 

9. About 109,000 cubic feet of hard sandstone were cut and removed from Manickcherry 
A a at a cost of Rs, 1,221-13-8, by which the normal height of the hill was reduced 

15 feet. ’ 
^ 10. Abovt ljmiles of small roads of an average breadth of 6 feet were constructed in 

different directions at Rangamattee at a cost of Rs. 407-6-0. 

11. About 150 yards of road from the police hospital to the river at Rangamattee 


cost Re, 25-12-0. 


12. About 24 miles of road from Puri Rowajah’s village to the frontier post at Pyramid 
Hill, and about 12 miles from Ruma to the frontier post at Polityo in Sungoo Sub- Division, 
were constructed by cutting and removing jungle from the roads. The cost of the former 
amounted to Rs. 718-5-10, and of the latter to Re. 491-8-0. 

13. A road about 2 miles in length and 4 feet in breadth was made by the side of 
the river from Waggahsurrah tea plantation to Ohundergonah Bazar. Tue cost up to date 
amounts to Rs. 400. : 

14, A sum of Rs. 176-6-6 was spent by the Executive Engineer of Chittagong in 
surveying a part of tbe road from Rangamattee towards Chittagong. 

15. About 14 miles of road from"Rangamattee hill top to Rangapania bil were repaired 
at a cost of Rs, 432-7-7. 

16, About 804 yards of road were repaired at a cost of Rs, 182-10-0 from the police 
hospital to foot of Deputy Commissioner’s Office at Rangamattee. 

17. On the road from Rangamattee towards Chittagong 88 temporary bridges were 
repaired at a cost of Rs. 400, and the cost of repairing the wooden bridge at Rangamattee 
amounted to Rs. 14-4-0. 

18. The road from Rangamattee towards Chittagong was kept open daring the rainy 
season by cutting and removing jungle and undergrowth of trees at a cost of Rs. 420. 

19. The cost of repairing the masonry ghá: at Rangamattee amounted to Rs, 240-5-6 ; 
two masonry wells, Rs. 48 ; and the bungalow at Kalipore, Rs. 58. 

20. About 18 miles of road from Ruma towards Rangamattee were kept open at a cost 
of Rs. 558 by cutting and removing jungle during the rainy season. The road from 
Chandergonah towards Rangamattee was repaired at a cost of Rs. 28. 

9]. A sum of Rs. 2,531 was paid for services rendered by Public Works Department. 

99. Rs, «400 on account of special allowance of Mr. A. DeRozario, Inspector of 
Police, and Rs. 120, the salary of Charifroo, Moharir, were paid for local establishment. i 

. 93. A sum of Re. 41-11-6 was paid for repairing 296 tools of different descriptions, 

94, Owing to the scarcity which was prevalent in and near Chunder, nah police 
station and. Waggahsurrah tea plantation from July to September last, a road was opened 
between the abovenamed two places, and during that period about thirty-eight men were daily 
employed in constructing and. repairing roads in different directions at Rangamattee and in 
cutting down Manickcherry hill top. 

25. Towards the commencement of July last it was reported that a large number of 
men were in distress on account of failure of their crops. A notice was sent to all hill chiefs 
and village beadmen that any one coming to Rangamattee would find work in constructing 
roads; but with the exception of the few persons abovementioned none ap eared, and it 
is presumed that the distress was not so extensive asit was given out. Although many 
hundreds of persons were really ia distress, yet they managed to get on by having #ecourse to. 
succulent roots of trees and jungle yams, which can be obtained in abundance in the hills _ 
and they employed ‘themselves in looking after their young paddy plants, which were in 
promising state, and this is certainly creditable than seeking help from Government. 

26. The road from Rangamattee towards Chittagong was surveyed ; but it is believed 
for want of sufficient hands the Executive Engineer of Chittagong could not frame the estimate 
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for its construction. For the same reason and for want of contractors the followi g works 
were not commenced :—suryeying the road from Ruma in Sungoo Sub. Division t —— ; 
constructing two miles of road on the west of Manickcherry hill; improving the road below 
police office at Rangamattee; taking up land near Rowjoun, thana; raising the dam and 
deepening the tank at Rangamattee ; and repairing the road below Gagra hill, 

27. It was soggested in the annualgadministration report for 1876-77, and specially 
brought to the notice of the Commissioner of Chittagong, that the services of an overseer 
from the Public Works Department are greatly needed in this district ; but the request fðr 
the ——— of -— an nanga has not yet been dceeded to. 

. Owing to the ruling of the Government of Bengal (vide its Resoluti 
21st of April last), the special allowance of Mr. A. Dok gari. Inspector of * 
stopped, but he still continues in charge of the road fund work, and has been of most material 
assistance to me. 4 

29. Charifroo, Mohurir, has given satisfaction in the discharge of his duties during the 
year under review. 

30. During the year al! the larger works were executed and paid for, for the first time 
by contract rates at Rs. 4-8 per 1,000 cubic feet of earth-cutting, and double. that sum for 
cutting bard ka mfa lt is expected that the current year will see a reduetion in the 
above rates, as the contract was sold by auction, and the rate has been reduced to Rs, 3-4 
for cutting earth and Rs. 6-8 for sandstone. . 

91. The execution of the following works is proposed for the year 1877-78, .

41. It is proposed to make a towing páth from Chundergonah to Rangamattee at a 
cost of about Rs. 10,000. Should it be sanctioned, the major portion of the above funds will 
be'spent in constructing that road. The object and advantage of opening out the road are 
manifold, as the banks of the river will before long be dotted with tea plantations and the 
waste lands reclaimed and brought under cultivation, and a brisk trade will epring up on the 
banks of the river. Moreover, during the rains, when tbe river is at its highest, boats can 
be towed up, and so much valuable time saved. . 

4v. If an overseer is not appointed by the Public Works Department, one will be locally 
entertained for the next five months at Rs. 25 per mensem. 

43. Daring the heavy and unusual fall of rain in July and August last, a great portion 
ofthe road constructed on the sides of steep hills has been washed away and will require 
repairs. These repairs will be taken in hand at once. The masonry ghát at Rangamattee 
was also destroyed from the same cause. r 

44. For the realization of the advances made to the hillmen for plough cultivation, 
the custom has hitherto been to employ them on road-work, and their wages, minus diet 
expenses, are refunded into the treasury. The same course is also being adopted this year,

. T mave the honor to submit the following annual report on the administration of the 
District Road Fand in the districts of the Chittagong Division for the cess year ending 30th 
September 1877 ; and to enclose herein the district reports and accounts, together with a general 
abstract of the same made for the whole Division. 

$. The slight delay which has occurred in the submission of this report is owing to the 
non-receipt of the Noakholly accounts, which came to hand only on the 9th instant. 

3. An abstract of particulars regarding the meetings of the District Road Conimittees 
‘in the regulation districts of this Division during thé year under review also accompanies. 
There being no landed interest properly speaking in the Hill Tracts on which the road vess 
may be levied, Act X. (B.C.) of 1871 has not been extended to that district, nor has any Com- 
mittee been formed for the -management of its road fund, the adminis:ration «f. which rests 
solely with the Deputy Commissioner. 

4, During ao Sad under report the Committee in Chittagong consisted’ of six official and ` 
ten non-official members, and they had six meetings ; the average attendance in each being 583. 

5. Out of the number of non-official members who did not attend any of tbe meetings 
some are reported to have evinced no interest whatever in the duties “entrusted to them. The 
rest of the members seem to have shown fair activity as in the preceding year in discussing 
matters that were laid hefore them. 

6. In Noakholly the Committee comprised of four official and fourteen non-official 
members, and they bad also six meetings with an average attendance of 6'6. This was a marked 


- improvement when compared with number of sittiags, and the average attendance of the 


members during the preceding year, showing that the non-official members took interest in the

The valuations in 
Chittagong not having been completed, only fines under section 6 of Act X. of 1871 of 
Rs, 3,562-13-8 were realized in that district, ` i 

9. No grant from Provincial Reserve Fund was made to Noakholly during the year 
under report, Re. 10,000 were allotted from that reserve to each of the other two districts,— 
vide Government Nofification No. 278 of the 15th August 1876, and Resolution No. 3043A. of 
the 18th idem. š 

10. No contribution from any private person was received in any of the districts, which 
may perhaps be accounted for by the depressed condition of the people after the cyclone of the 
31st October 1876. 

11. Of the total miscellaneous receipts (Rs. 791-12-4) of the year, Rs. 772-0-6 were on 
account of contribution from khas mehals in Chittagong; the remainder appertains to the 
district of Noakholly, of which no detail has been given by the Chairman, 

12. The total receipt (Rs. 1,00,855-9.2), together with the unexpended balance 
(Rs. 14,174-1-11) of the preceding year, aggregating in all to Rs. 1,15,029-11-1, was available 
for expenditure duting the year. 

13. The actual expenditure was, however, Rs. 1,20,832-5-9 in the year under review,

14. The expenditure (Rs. 1,20,832-5-3) of the year, together with the unexpended 
balance (Rs. 20,670-2-6) remaining at its close mounted to Rs. 1,41,502-7-9, and out ot this 
the sum of Rs. 26,472-12.8 was expended by the Ohittagong Committee in excess of their actual 
receipts which were inadequate to meet their wants, The valuations under the District Road 
Cess Act not having been completed, no cess could be realized during the year; while on the 
other hand, the Committee had to pay Rs. 38,991-1-1 for their very large establishment enter- 
tained for the purpose of making assessment, besides the expenditure they had to incur on 
urgent district works. ° A ; i 

15. The above deficit expenditure of Chittagong, together with the amount of expen- 
diture of the same description (viz., Rs. 20,102-12-0) for the preceding year, makes up a total 
deficit of Rs, 46,575-5-8 and, this debt the Committee were asked to repay during the current, 
year in full. On their representation, however, that most of their urgent works bad been 
stopped during the year under report and the preceding year for want of, fund, the Govern- 
ment have allowed the demand against the District Road Fund to be paid in two instalment 
to be made during the course of the current year and the year following. š
